Chinese Reds Push 
To Gates Of Nanking 


Nationalist 
Army Clogs 
RoadToSouth

Nanking, Saturday, April 23 
•—(AP)—This tottering capital 
of 
Nationalist 
China 
w a s 
abandoned by its officials and 
its garrison today as Commun- 
ists smashed across the river 
and reached its gates. 


Red 
troops, 
apparently 
cracking the 
Nationalist 
de- 
fenses on a wide front, seized 
broad areas on both sides of 
the capital. 


Best reports here said the latest 
crossing came from Pukow, across 
the Yangtze from Nanking. 
Red 
veterans were said to have landed 
near Nanking's railway station, just 
outside the city's walls. 
Looting Of Nanking Begins 


Looting began in Nanking, from 
which all high government officials 
presumably had fled along with the 
garrison. The city was a no-man's- 
land, with both soldiers and police 
withhdrawn. 


Mobs broke into shops and carried 
all manner of merchandize to their 
homes and the countryside. 


Dirty and disorganized troops, be- 
lieved 
withdrawn 
from 
Pukow, 
streamed through the city. 


Among those fleeing the capital 
were a number of foreigners. They 
went on the same planes which car 
ried off high government officials 
including premier Ho Ying-Chin. 


An estimated 100,000 nationalist 
troops reportedly clogged the roads 
in disorderly retreat from Nanking. 
They fled south along four main 
highways. 
Will Tight To The End' 


In the hour of nationalist China's 
extremity, 
"retired" 
p r e s i d e n t 
Chiang Kai-Shek joined in Hang- 
chow yesterday with acting Presi- 
dent Li Tsung-Jen in declaring that 
they were resolved to "fight to the 
end." 


Hangchow, the meeting place for 
nationalist leaders, is 150 miles 
southeast of Nanking. Li's home in 
- Nanking was among those looted by 
Chinese mobs. He was said to have 
left.Nanking early today for an un- 
known destination, but this could 
not be confirmed. 


Hie flight of government soldiers 
led to belief that their commanders 
temporarily had lost control. Mili- 
tary quarters said the 26th army, 
which was ordered to move into 
Nanking last night to defend the 
capital, never arrived. 
Gates Open, Unguarded 


The city gates are open and un- 
guarded. 
Desertion of nationalist 
troops was reported at many points. 
Two defecting troops simply sat 
down and waited for the commun- 
ists. 
Vfclunteer militia 
seemed 
to be 
bringing the looting slowly 
control. 


Looters were helping themselves, 
l u t i n g with the mayor's house and 
the homes of government and city 
officials. 


Soldiers were stopping cars on the 
strefet trying to commandeer them. 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek 
has resolved, with acting President 
Li Tsung-Jen, to fight "to the end." 


The communists were expected to 
enter the city gates at any time but 
up to now (9:50 a.m—7 p.m. central 
standard time on Friday) none has 
appeared. 


Premier Ho Ying-Chin, who also 
is the national defense minister, and 
the whole defense ministry left by 
air about 7:30 a.m., presumably for 
Shanghai enroute to Canton where 
the official capital was set up some 
time ago. 


The whereabouts of acting Presi- 
dent Li was not known here, but it 
was believed he had left the capital. 


All nationalist troops have with-i 
drawn from Nanking or have gone 
into civilian clothing. 


It seems now as if no effort what- 
soever will be made to hold Nanking.

Springfield, HI., April 22—(IP)— A 
University of Chicago

nothing subversive at his college. 


They testified at the second day 
of hearings by the Illinois seditious 
activities investigation commission. 
It is searching for any subversive 
activities or "communist indoctrin- 
ation" at the two institutions. 


A commission agent said Albert 
Einstein and Thomas Mann, mem- 
ber of Roosevelt college's advisory 
board, have been linked with "com- 
munist organizations."

$500,000 Estate 


Chicago, April 22—UP)—Disposing 
of an estate valued at over $500,000, 
the will of the late Louis H. Risser, 
68, Wealthy canner, of Hoopeston, 
111., was filed today in Probate 
Court. 


The will provides for the estab- 
lishment of two trust funds, each of 
$250,000. 


The first fund, providing for the 
widow, Beulah H. Risser, leaves her 
the family home in Hoopeston in 
addition to $250,000 and all her 
husband's personal property. 


The second fund names as bene- 
ficiaries the widow; a daughter, 
Mrs. Jean R. Hallstrom, and Ris- 
ser's sister, Mrs. Ruth M. Blackwell 
of Indianapolis, Ind. It provides for 
an income of $1,500 a year to Mrs.

with 
the

and 
daughter sharing the rest of the 
income from the trust.

Time Buying Limit 
Lengthened To 24 
Months By Board 


Washington, April 22 —(IP) — The 
federal reserve board today length- 
ened to 24 months the time limit 
for completing installment purchase 
payments and simultaneously cut 
the down payment to 10 per cent 
for everything but automobiles. 


The new regulation^ will become 
effective April 27, marking the sec- 
ond time the board has relaxed 
credit controls in less than two 
months. 


The new 24-month time limit re- 
places the 21-month limit that has 
been in effect since March 7. The 
ten per cent cash down payment 
replaces a 15 per cent requirement 
also in effect since March 7. 


In addition, the board exempted 
from control requirements furniture, 
radios and refrigerators and other 
now-controlled items costing less 
than $100. Previously, the only ex- 
emption was for articles costing $50.

Indianapolis, April 22—(TP)—Clyde

Washington, April 22—(IP)—An ace 
American trouble-shooter, Robert D. 
Murphy, rushed overseas tonight to 
sell a "compromise" plan of limited 
self-government to balking Germans 
and thus prevent Russian from win- 
ning a big round in the cold war. 


The compromise was offered by 
the Big Three—The United States, 
Britain and France—after the pow- 
erful German socialist party tfurned 
thumbs down on a Big Three offer 
for a federal German state with 
limited powers. 


In the compromise, made public 
tonight, the three powers gave in 
slightly to the socialists' demand for 
more centralized controls of the 
finances of the proposed west Ger- 
man regime. 


Secretary of State Acheson picked 
Murphy, his top expert on German 
affairs, to 
put 
the 
compromise 
across. Murphy is American poli- 
tical adviser for the occupation. 


The urgent reason for the move 
was this: 
If the Germans should 
finally reject the western allies' 
offer to create a German government 
in the western zones, it would be a 
big diplomatic victory for Russia. 


Big Three attempts to agree on a 


plan to put Germany on its feet 
politically and economically bogged 
down long ago in endless recrimina- 
tions. Then the western powers de- 
termined to go ahead to set up a 
regime in the western zones, try to 
foster Democracy and 
prosperity 
there, and thus check the spread of 
communism. 


Now, if the Germans themselves 
should scorn the plan it would put 
the Big Three on an awkward spot 
and officials fear it would encourage 
the spread of communism.

Blasts Those Who 
Would Tie Jewish 
Faith To Nation 


Washington, April 22—(JP)—Living 
costs have gone up a little after 
falling for five straight months. 


The government reported today 
that its latest consumers price index 
rose 3/10 of one per cent from mid- 
March. It had fallen steadily since 
the record high of August and Sept- 
ember. 


The index is prepared by the La- 
bor department's bureau of labor 
statistics as a measure of retail 
prices for goods and services bought 
by moderate-income 
families 
in 
large cities. 


A one per cent boost in the house- 
wife's food prices over the month 
accounted mainly for the index 
rise. Other advances were reported 
for rents and miscellaneous goods 
and services (medical care, house- 
hold operations, transportation, re- 
creation, tobacco, etc.) 


More than seasonal advances for 
meats led the slight rise in foods. 


The index for mid-March was 
169.5 per cent of the average for 
the 1935-39 pre-war period. At this 
level it is 1.6 per cent above a year 
ago and 72 per cent over pre-war 
1939. Itisjust about three per cegt

RUSSIA. USES OUR LIBERTY SHIPS 


Soviet Russia is now using the Liberty ships we loaned 
her during the war as floating canneries and as a result 
probably has become the greatest fishing nation of the 
North Pacific while 1305 of our Liberties are lying idle in 
our harbors and rivers. 


This is reported in an article in Collier's, which pro- 
poses several profitable uses for the idle Liberties, includ- 
ing the conversion of many into floating canneries. 


"The thrifty and ingenious Japanese operaled float- 
ing canneries for many years before the war," the article 
reports. "They caught and canned tuna, salmon and giant 
crab while ranging the finest fishing grounds of the North 
Pacific. When the war ended, the Japanese flag had been 
swept from the seas and most of its merchant marine fes- 
toons the bottom. 


"But the Russians, operating from North Korea and 
Vladivostok took over where the Japanese left off. Taking 
Liberties we loaned them during the war, they converted 
the ships to floating canneries. As a result, Russia has 
probably become the largest and most efficient fisherman 
of the North Pacific. How many Liberties the U.S.S.R. is 
operating as canneries is a secret of the Kremlin. But it 
is certain it is doing better than the United States." 


It is reported that only two of our Liberties are being 
used as floating canneries. They are being operated off 
the Cook Inlet, southern Alaska, where the climate is "too 
cold for human habitation (and) canneries cannot feasibly 
be built." 


"But fishing this area has been made possible and pro- 
fitable with floating canneries," the article continues. 
"When their holds are filled the ships steam southward 
to warehouses and railheads, processing their cargoes as 
they go." There are said to be many other areas for such 
fishing, aside from Alaskan waters. 


- The article reports that under present federal regu- 
lations, the Maritime Commission cannot operate the idle 
Liberty ships itself, cannot sell them to American purchas- 
ers. except for use as cargo ships, and cannot present them 
to foreign governments.

Piecing together the story, Wolfe 
said that Heininger apparently was 
running when he was first shot. He 
said there were grass stains on

the ground after the first shot, 
which struck him squarely in the 
back. 


Heininger had 
also been shot 
twice in the stomach and once in 
the chest, Wolfe said. The last three 
shots were probably fired while 
Heininger was stretched out on the 
ground, he said. 


The body was discovered by Fred 
Ballard of Jerseyville and state 
police Sgt. Wilson Schultz, who join- 
ed in the search for Heininger after 
his wife reported him missing at 
6 p. m. Wednesday. 
Last Seen Alive Wednesday 


Heininger, distri#t supervisor for 
the Metropolitan Insurance Com- 
pany, was last seen alive by Wesley 
Carpunky, Metropolitan Insurance 
collector for the Carrollton area, 
Wolfe said. 


Wolfe said Carpunky related that 
he and Heininger had conferred on 
business Wednesday and that Hein- 
inger left to drive to his home in 
Jerseyville, 12 miles away, about 2 
p. m. Wednesday. 


The only clue to a motive, Wolfe 
said, was Heininger's missing wallet. 
Police theorized Heininger may have 
been slain by a hitch hiker. His wife, 
Dorothy, reported that Heininger 
often picked up hitch hikers but 
never carried much money with him. 


No date has been set for an in- 
quest.
